A Triumph 


But, in thoughtful reality, this 
meeting is itself something of a 
triumph. An odd thing has been 
going on. Each time the U.N. has 
survived a crisis, hope has in- 
creased. Now, it is at another 
great testing time. This may be 
better than having a summit ses- 
sion. Peace is everyone’s business. 


And so, the week dawns which 
will see men talk and debate, 
evade and distort. They will use 
the U.N. as a sounding board to 
express their propaganda. That is 
the weakness. No real agreement 
cgn be had in such an atmos 
phere. But it can be cleared for 
subsequent decisions. ° 


And who can say, during the 
days ahead, that Dag Hammarsk- 
jold will not be able to bring the 
representatives of the United 
States, Britain, France and Rus- 
sia together in some private place 
for a number of talks? 


At any rate, the U.N. exists. And 
as long as the nations turn to it, 
it will remain the last best hope 
of peace. 


It has had a long, rocky road

Franklin D. Roosevelt first used 
the phrase — United Nations — to 
describe the allied nations joined 
against the Axis armies. Russia 
was one of those. And, of her be- 
coming an ally by virtue of the 
German attack against her, Win- 
ston Churchill said, “If the devil 
were to rise out of hell to fight 
Hitler I would welcome him.”’ 


In 1942, under Roosevelt’s urg- 
ing, 26 nations pledged their gov- 
ernments to stick together in 
prosecuting the war, and not to 
make a separate peace. 


Second Step 


_ In October, 1943, there was a 
second step which contained the 
nucleus of the U.N. On the 30th 
of that month the foreign minis- 
ters of the Soviet Union, Britain, 
and the United States and the 
Chinese ambassador to the So- 
viet Union, meeting in Moscow, 
issued a statement on behalf of 
their governments. They declared 
that after victory they would 
continue together for the main- 
tenance of peace and security. 

In the late summer of 1944 con- 
versations were held between the 
allied powers at Dumbarton Oaks.

KUIBYSHEV, Russia (AP)—So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev warned 
Sunday that the Soviet Union and 
“all other peace-loving nations” 
would destroy Britain and the 
United States if they unleashed ‘‘a 
new aggressive war.”’ 


“We will do everything fn our 
power to prevent them from un- 
leashing a new war,”’ Khrushchev 
said in a speech at dedicatory 
ceremonies of what the Soviets 
call the world’s biggest hydroelec- 
tric station here. 

“But if they do not come to 
their senses and if they unleash 
a new aggressive war we and all 
other peace-loving nations of the 
world will do everything in our 
power to destroy the imperialist 
aggressors and establish peace 
throughout the world forever.” 


COMBINED MIGHT

NEW YORK (#—Swilt-moving 
thieves brazenly punched holes in 
two display windows of world- 
famed Tiffany’s early Sunday and 
plucked out gems worth $163,300 
from the swank Fifth Avenue 
jewelry store. 

The artful robbers capitalized on 
the transfer of the policeman on 
the beat to another post to pull 
off their daylight heist. It was the 
first robbery in the 121-year his- 
tory of Tiffany’s, purveyors of 
some of the world’s highest-priced 
baubles. 

The theft was discovered at 6:05 
a.m., less than half an hour after 
the patrolman for the area had 
been switched to a detail assigned 
to the arrival of Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

The display windows were not 
protected by a burglar alarm sys- 
tem. ; 

Missing were two platinum and 
diamond necklaces, a platinum 
and diamond ring and a platinum 
and sapphire pin. A store official 
said the jewels were fully insured. 

Police said the thick, shatter- 
proof safety glass of the windows 
—each about 3x7 feet—could have 
been broken with a small sledge 
hammer. Holes were smashed in 
the center of each window large 
enough for a person to reach 
through. 

Tiffany night watchmen said 
they had not heard the window 
glass break.

‘While we have advocated elimination 
and consolidation of state government 
bureaus and agencies in the interest of 
economy wherever possible, Rep. Haw- 
kins’ suggestion should be adopted. The 
insurance business touches too many 
people in Georgia to be handled in the 
obviously inefficient and cursory way it 
is now handled under Zack Cravey. 

Having served on a legislative com- 
mittee investigating the insurance de- 
partment, Rep. Hawkins says: ‘“Testi- 
mony of the commissioner and his aides 
showed that only a cursory examination 
of insurance filings was made and that 
no facilities or organizations existed in 
the commissioner’s office for checking and 
investigating such applications.” 

Standards in general of the insurance 
industry in Georgia can and should be 
raised if it is to achieve the potential to 
which it aspires. An insurance depart- 
ment—supported by the industry through 
license fees and guided by adequate laws 
—could accomplish it. 


The comptroller general’s office has 
too many duties to perform any of them 
efficiently.

Unless there are outside obliga- 
tions or deficiencies in ability, 
there is no reason why any ambi- 
tious student cannot help himselt 
to an education as, for example, 
my grandiather, father and I 
have done in turn. 


The remarks as to poor men’s 
sons fighting and dying so that 
rich men’s sons may reap the 
benefit is, of course, sheer non- 
sense.

I in- 
structed one O.C. class at Fort 
Benning that contained 24 mil- 
lionaires and 176 other assorted 
financial ranks including a large 
sprinkling of Regular Army en- 
listed men.

U.S. Must Cultivate 
Elite to the South 


WASHINGTON—Our relationship with Latin 
America is no longer merely unsatisfactory. It 
is now highly dangerous. And at a time when 


we may be driven back to a dependence on this hemisphere, a 
situation we have never known before. Such unpleasant factors as 
these underlie the hurried arrangements being made for a so-called 
“Summit Conference” of the 21 American presidents. 


All the same, this forthcoming 
all-American consultation offers 
hope — along ‘with significant 
problems. 

But we will fail in grasping our 
opportunities unless we have a 
far better sense of the nature of 
these problems. Administrations 
in Washington always tend to mis- 
understand the people of the 
South. But few administrations 
have so failed in understanding 
as has the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. It runs its hemisphere 
policy like a chamber of com- 
merce. 


Two high-voltage missions have 
gone to Latin America for the 
President. Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon’s sortie was disastrous- 
ly revealing. It produced the 
clearest demonstration that hatred 
of the United States had reached 
a new pitch — some of it Commu- 
nist hatred, yes, but not all of it 
by a long way. 

The President’s brother, Dr. 
Milton Eisenhower, has now re- 
turned with a sense of urgency 
at the state of affairs. What he 
has to propose, however — so far 
as has been publicly indicated — 
is not reassuring. 

He is talking mainly of pro- 
viding ‘“‘bankable loans’ to the 
Latin Americans. But easily ne- 
gotiable bank drafts are not what 
is needed most. The greatest need 
is an easily negotiable friendship 
among equals of the United States 
and the rest of the hemisphere.

No Latin American regime, not 
even the most ‘‘democratic,” 
rests on the broad popular con- 
sent theory on which our own 
government is based. An emerg- 
ing intellectual elite is the true 
base of power. One man’s vote 
may be worth 10 times or a hun- 
dred times that of another in 
terms of real influence. 

It is thus entirely impossible 
for the United States to make an 
effective appeal to the Latin 
American masses. To win friends 
effectively we must win the elite. 
This elite is essentially European 
in its attitudes of life. And it is 
essentially liberal, as the term 
is understood here, in its political 
view. 

We must find a way to develop 
a true association with the edu- 
cated men to the south.

over fund-raising activities 


including full public disclosure and a requirement that 
at least 50 per cent of the funds be used for charitable 


purposes. 
Reporting to the House on an 


investigation of eight veterans’ 
groups earlier this year, the com- 
mittee said that ‘‘some unscrupu- 
lous promoters” had taken ad- 
vantage of the organizations to 
milk the public. 

“It is doubtful,” the committee 
said, ‘‘that the American public 
would be as liberal in support of 
some fund-raising programs of 
veterans’ organizations if they 
knew that such a small percentage 
of the contributions were used for 
charitable purposes.” 


SHARPLY CRITICIZED 


The committee also sharply 
criticized the practice of some or- 
ganizations in sending out unso- 
licited merchandise by mail in the 
hopes of getting financial return. 

‘Even when a legitimate char- 
itable organization handles its own 
fund raising,” is said, ‘‘No good 
reason is seen why the general 
public should be annoyed and 
burdened by the receipt of un- 
ordered merchandise for which 
they are expected to make pay- 
ment or go to the trouble of re- 
turning.” 

The committee investigated 
four chartered groups—the Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Disabled American Vet- 
erans and American Veterans of 
World War II.

Less than 10 minutes after 
the robbery, two DeKalb police- 
men noticed the door open, in- 
vestigated and rescued them.

Other receipts re- 
vealed he had gone on a spending 
spree in downtown Atlanta stores 
the same day the supermarket 
was robbed, officers said. He pur- 
chased a watch, new eye glasses, 
and a fashionable wardrobe. 


A bill of sale revealed he bought 
the car, a 1958 four-door Ford 
Fairlane, on Friday from Owens- 
Prater Ford Co., at Calhoun for 
$2,729.50. He had put 191.3 miles 
on the white-sidewall-tired, bright 
cream-and-red sedan. 

A homemade hook knife, instru- 
ments identified as burglary 
tools, a jar of strawberry jam, a 
toy turtle, a gold-colored belt, and 
a pair of longhandled underwear 
were among items in the car.

Grand Coulee did not 
attain its full capacity for many 
more years after the dam’s com- 
pletion.)

State to Vote on Offer of $100,000 for Weevil Killer 


By The Associated Press 
One hundred thousand dollars 


for some means of getting rid of 
the boll weevil. 

This amount is authorized in 
one of a dozen proposed consti- 
tutional amendments to be voted 
on statewide in the November 
general election. 

To collect the $100,000, you 
would have to invent, discover 
or otherwise develop a practical 
method to eradicate the boll 
weevil at a reasonable cost, 


Other proposed amendments of 
statewide application would give 
the state power to levy a tax for 
school lunch programs; authorize 
counties, with approval of the 
Legislature, to impose a tax for 
school lunch programs; grant an 
exemption of $10,000 on home- 
steads of disabled veterans; give 
the University system Board of 
Regents authority to grant schol- 
arships on condition that recipi- 
ents live in Georgia and engage 
in activities for which their 


studies prepared them for one 
year for each $1,000 received. 
Under another proposal to go on 
the general election ballot the 
Board of Education would be au- 
thorized to grant scholarship to 
Georgians interested in becoming 
teachers on condition that recipi- 
ents teach in Georgia schools one 
year for each $1,000 received. 
Another would grant scholar- 
ships to physicians and other per- 
sonnel desiring specialized. train- 


ing in the psychiatric field—if 
they agree to practice in the 
state on the basis of one year of 
service for each year of training. 
The other amendments, to be 
voted on statewide, include: 
Authorize a tax for paying pen- 
sions and other benefits under an 
ordinaries retirement system; 
authorize a tax for paying retire- 
ment benefits to peace officers; 
authorize cities, counties or other 
political subdivisions to levy a tax 
for establishing colleges; provide

Miss Roberts 
Made a Home 


This is a piece about Marty Bruce Roberts. recently dismissed 
from the post of executive secretary of Hillside Cottages. 


since I have only heard not very specific reasons for Miss Rob- 
erts’ dismissal I do not presume to say whether it was justified or 
not. ‘Miss Roberts herself said; ‘‘A worker who has lost the confi- 
dence of her board, has outlived her usefulness.’’) The reasons 
given range from vague references to her “‘business management” 
to the surmise of one shocked trustee who said with perhaps a 
touch of cynicism, “It could be that Miss Roberts was more in- 
terested in giving the children at Hillside a mother’s loving care 
than in keeping statistics on how many blue-eyed and how many 


brown-eyed children were there.”’ 


Anyhow, whatever the reasons, it would seem to me an act of 
community negligence to let a woman who has given 17 years of 
distinguished service to troubled children, go without a word of 


appreciation. 


Miss Roberts has enjoyed the confidence and esteem of her 
profession for many years. She has held every position of leader- 
shiv in professional organizations in Atlanta, Georgia, and in the 
nation, ranging from president of the Atlanta Social Workers 
Club to chairman of the Georgia Chapter of the National Associa- 
tion of Social Workers and president of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence of Workers in Homes for Children. 


But that doesn’t mean much to the average citizen to whom 
the field of social work is a foreign land with a strange and esoteric 
language of its own. The thing that has always warmed the heart 
of the average citizen and stirred him to pride is that Hillside 
Cottages has been regarded as one of the better children’s homes 
in the nation and that the children who lived there came as close 
to having a home and family as is possible in an institution. 


Hillside Cottages, known in the pre-social work days by the 
terrible name, ‘“‘Home of the Friendless.”’ was one of the pioneers 
in the field to remove the stigma of “orphan asylum kid” from 
the children who came there. It was one of the first to adopt the 
cottage and house-mother plan and to duplicate as closely as 
possible the pattern of small, close-knit family groups. 


Miss Roberts herself has always aspired to family life for all 
the children who came into her care, and under her leadership 
Hillside became a temporary stop-over instead of a permanent 


home for most youngsters. 


“I don’t know what she did,” a worker at Child Service told 
me, ‘‘but I never saw such a happy, relaxed atmosphere in my 
life. When you went to Hillside Cottages the children didn’t rush 
out and grab you around the legs, begging for affection, as they 
do in most children’s homes. They were too busy with their own 
activities to pay visitors much attention. And they already felt 


loved.”’ 


One of my children went to camp once with a little girl from 
Hillside Cottages. When the usual bout of homesickness hit the 
younger ones along about dusk the child from Hillside was as 
homesick as the others and the stories she told of life in her 
cottage made her tentmates less homesick than envious. 


‘*‘Mother,’’ my child said, when she came home, ‘‘when you die 


may I go to Hillside Cottages?’’ 


Hillside Cottages will continue, of course, and it may need the 
interest and the support of Atlantans even more than ever now 
that Miss Roberts is gone. But the community should not let the 
person who has made it a special place, who sent its children out 
with strength and confidence and a feeling that they were loved, 
go without knowing that her work was greatly valued. 

On behalf of those who knew her, I just want to say, thank you, 


Mary Bruce Roberts.

Here’s Delight for Garlic Lovers

A news bulletin for garlic 
lovers! It is, how to make a 
delicious Caesar salad, the easy 
way, and for that matter other 
dishes containing garlic, too. 

Now it is possible to flick the 
flavor of fresh garlic out of 
a jar. The new seasoning is 
instant minced garlic, and to 
a homemaker this means that 
she can practice the master 
chef's wizardry with § garlic 
literally in an instant, and with 
a great deal more assurance 
that the end product will be 
perfect. 

A Caesar salad has just the 
right touches of flavor when 
mustard, pepper, cheese, salt; 
lemon juice and garlic are com- 
bined. Capers and anchovy 
fillets also add to the elegance 
of this salad. And even though 
it is a little more detailed than 
the ordinary tossed salad, garlic 
lovers say it is well worth it. 


CAESAR SALAD 


3 thisp. butter or margarine 
‘ tsp. imstant minced garlic 
2 cups soft bread cubes 

1 small head Romaine lettuce 
I small head lettuce 

; tsp. powdered dry mustard 

« tsp. ground black pepper 

2 (Up grated Parmesan cheese

contains more fuel and is more

this holds true for ail those de- 
licious frosted beverages. 
Perhaps the real reason there 
is a tendency to overeat on cold 
foods is the physiological fact 
that cold foods do not bring that 
comforting feeling of satisfac- 
tion as quickly as a meal which 
contains something hot. One hot 
food with a meal helps you to 
feel that you have dined well. 
Build menus around the sea- 
sonal foods that are garden 
fresh and flavorful. That’s all 
summer dieting is, but minus 
the fattening trimmings. Fresh, 
young vegetables contain less 
starch. All summer vegetables 
are made to order for dieting
